THE VALUE OF A HOME 

Although there are catalogued nine 
teen ways of being a poor parent, we, 
who struggle to avoid some of the 
pitfalls of parenthood—feeling that 
we fail—must not be unduly discour¬ 
aged. Investigation made in the Los 
Angeles Juvenile Courts show that 
almost any parent is better than no 
parent at all. In a dozen cases taken 
for particular examination, nine cases 
out of the twelve come from broken 
homes. In three of these nine, the 
father was dead, in six the parents 
were divorced. Remembering this, 
the well-meaning but discouraged 
parent, had just better stick round 
home awhile yet. His children’s 
chances are better that way. These 
investigations have proved often to 
the chagrin of social workers, that 
children will' fight to any length to 
get back to their home—even bad 
homes. It is surprising how little 
grudge a child bears at being too 
harshly treated. He turns back, out 
of all reason, to his own. Though 
there are then, nineteen separate 
ways of being unjust to a child, the 
worst of all is to deny him a refuge. 
If we can give the child a sense of 
security against the work!, in his 
home,' we have given him the best 
foundation possible. How to accom¬ 
plish this? Let a parent ask himself 
what makes him feel secure. He 
must have love. He must feel wanted 
His material surroundings must be 
stable, his place established. The 
young child attains security by rest¬ 
ing against the encompassing protec^ 
tion of his parents. All delinquent 
children’ lack this. The one geherali- 
1 zation that is made in the life stories 
of delinquents is that they have 
known insecurity, harshness, strains 
in early childhood. Secure the child 
against the outside world by giving 
him a home. Secure that home, by 
keeping it peaceful. And minor mis¬ 
takes escape the youthful notice. 
Your children's future is comparative 
ly safe. 

DEPLORABLE DEATHS 

The heart-breaking tragedies which 
have occurred within the last few 
weeks at Claresholm, Blackie and 
High River, through meningitis, give 
parents great food for thought and 
speculation. In four cases the dread 
disease struck down active boys of 
fifteen and sixteen. There may be no 
significance in this fact, and yet the 
mind returns to it. And with the re¬ 
turn comes the question as to -why 
this age should he especially suscepti¬ 
ble. Are our children so actively en¬ 
gaged that they are without reserve 
strength. There is no denying that 
the combined rush of activities, in 
which the ’teen age is engaged, is de¬ 
pleting. Flach separate activity is 
wholesome and beneficial in itself, 
and yet all combined an aggregate is 
piled up that encroaches too greatly 
into sleeping hours. They are at a 
constant tension and parents are hard 
put to it to know where to draw the 
line, because, as we have said, each 
separate engagement is commendable. 
In an article which we printed a few 
weeks ago, an authority stressed just 
this point, that lack of sleep, too 
great excitement, unnatural strain, 
were all factors that made the ’teen 
age susceptible to these obscure and 
terrible diseases. 

Pussyfoot Johnston has called a 
conference for world prohibitionists 
to meet in Africa.

GONE IS THE ATTIC 

The days of the attic genius are 
passing. In times past, some of the 
greatest inventions were brought into 
being actually in attics. It was in a 
hot garret in Boston in 1875, that 
Watson and Alexander Bell got their 
first ideas for perfecting the tele¬ 
phone. Whitney wrestled alone with 
the cotton gin, for separating cotton 
fibres from^heir seed, carrying on his 
work in humble surroundings. Sam¬ 
uel Morse of the electric telegraph re¬ 
served one corner of his attic bed¬ 
room for a laboratory, and under 
great privations perfected the Morse 
code. A tool shed was the setting for 
the making of McCormick’s reaping 
machine. Edison invented the incan¬ 
descent electric lamp in the crudest of 
one-room shacks. ^Goodyear wrestled 
wherever he was allowed to pause, to 
discover the process of ^vulcanizing 
rubber. His story is a terrible one of 
privation-, ill health and humiliation, 
before he finally achieved the wonder¬ 
ful vulcanizing process. But now, 
research laboratories have taken the 
place of lonely, out of the way cor¬ 
ners where inventions plugged away 
alone. The man with the inventive 
trend, can readily find an equipped 
laboratory in which he maj pursue 
his road. A smoothed path now lies 
before an inventor, where formerly 
privation and suspicion were his lot. 
Never was a time when such marvel¬ 
lous inventions were in constant 
state of being. Yet never was a time 
when invention had less personality 
and color. 

DOMESTIC AFFAIRS 

There is a 'Scotchman in this town 
who has a golf ball, that he estimates 
to have hit, or hit at, 18,000 times. 
Now this man has a pretty taste in 
figures and we would like to encour¬ 
age him in collecting a little real da¬ 
ta. For instance. How many times 
in the year does the mother of three 
babies wash faces—just a minimum? 
How many pairs of boots, rubbers, 
overshoes, moccasins and running 
shoes, does the father of four child- 
Yen have to buy in a year-—and inci¬ 
dentally what footwear does father 
manage to get for himself? How 
many cakes does the ordinary .moth¬ 
er bake in a year for school functions 
church societies, lodges, guilds and 
community affairs that are a feature 
of the local life? How many volts of 
energy are expended in a year by the 
mother of a ten year old in persuad¬ 
ing him to wash behind his ears ev¬ 
ery morning? To what point of ex¬ 
haustion must parents be reduced, be¬ 
fore agreeing that after all, daughter 
may go the dance? How many cal¬ 
ories and vitamines does the mother 
of five children, all hungry, manage 
to get into herself in 365 days—or is 
it that an unseen power nourishes 
her ? How many times doe§ father 
say “I’ll trim you, young man, if you 
aren’t home to supper on time tomor¬ 
row night?’’ Anti he never does. 

NEWSPAPER TALK 

When one reads an unusual news 
story about somebody who propose? 
to perform an unheard-of feaCJJbL. 
item is often viewed with skeltfu-ism, 
and dismissed with a shrug of the 
shoulders as being “only newspaper 
talk.” And more often than not that 
is all it amounts to. 

Files of daily newspapers of Feb-, 
ruary 5, 1927, contain such an item, 
which it is interesting to read again, 
in view of what really happened later. 
It is an Associated Press dispatch 
from St. Louis, in part as follows: 

“A St. Louis-to-Paris airplane 
flight for the $25,000 Orteig prize is 
under iontemplation by Capt. Charles 
A. Lindbergh, chief pilot on the St. 
Louis j Chicago air mail route. Capt. 
Lindbergh proposes to go alone, using 
a small plane. The flight to New 
York would be made in one day. The 
second leg of the trip, 3,200 miles, 
Lindbergh believes he can make it 32 
hours.” 

Three and a half months later that 
dispatch was verified, except that it 
took the flyer an hour and a half 
longer than he had estimated. The 
unknown air mail pilot has become 
the most romantic and attractive 
figure in the world and in the past 
nine months has made more “news¬ 
paper" talk^than any other human 
being who ever lived.

! A visitor in this district recently,

Many of 
i the children of our community are 
native bom Albertans. Have they 
any “Alberta made” qualities stamped 
jon them? Will “distinctly Albertan’ 
be a term used in late* years, to des¬ 
cribe our growing generation? Can¬ 
dor and fearlessness should certainly 
be characteristics. Candor is in the 
sweep of country ever before their 
eyes—no lurking dangers, nothing 
particular to fear, and poor cover for 
a dark and sinister life. Tolerance and 
I cheerfulness are products of the 
broad horizons and the exhilarating 
jair. 

Energy and a quick wit, acknow¬ 
ledged to be over the average, should 
be attributed to our sunshine and our 
altitude—a quick snapping wit, more 
kin to the American nature than to 
the mellower British humor. The 
boundless energy of Alberta school- 
children* is an established tradition 
amongst teachers, with experience in 
other countries. 

The petty feuds and grudges exist¬ 
ing in isolated or crowded colonies 
have no place here. In fact, if our 
youth is conspicuous for any one qual 
ity, it is for a good-natured casual 
fueling of friendship toward every¬ 
one. There are no narrow deep-root¬ 
ed prejudices to overcome in a new 
country. And it is doubtful if a 
breezy optimistic land such as this, 
can ever produce anything so static 
as a deep-rooted prejudice. 

It has been argued that this is not 
a country of great spiritual life, or of 
high imaginative power. In lands of 
mighty forests and beetling moun¬ 
tains, man tends to walk stfftly be¬ 
fore the Lord, marvelling at the mys¬ 
teries and terrors of His handiwork. 
But on the prairies,there is so little of 
mystery and apprehension, that the 
dwellers thereon are wont to place 
great confidence in their own strength 
They feel themselves, to. a great ex¬ 
tent masters of their fate. A practi¬ 
cal, capable type of person is devel¬ 
oped, little touched by immensities 
and little given to imaginative specu¬ 
lation. Nature, in a pioneer country, 
demands physical activity. Dwelling 
on the future of the children, mould¬ 
ed by Alberta’s, horizons, air and sun¬ 
shine, one might suggest that for 
some time, they will be the doers of 
deeds in practical life, the farmers, 
the builders, the investigators in util¬ 
itarian lines.-, Leaving it other older, 
more placid lands to produce the med 
itative souls, the philosophers and the 
artists.

every day. Your-goods will not in¬ 
terest the public unless you see to it 
that they do. How can you do this 
vithout keeping on advertising?—

Entry was made for 2,145 home¬ 
steads and 184 soldier grants in Al¬ 
berta in -the fiscal year, 1926-27 and 
in the same period patents -were is¬ 
sued for 2,337 homesteads and land 
grants. In all of western Canada en¬ 
try was made for 5,760 homesteads 
and 468 soldier grants patents were 
issued for a total of 5,543 home¬ 
steads and land grants. 


A three week’s short course in 
creamery operation has been offered 
by the Alberta University and Depart 
ment of Agriculture. Classes will 
commence at Edmonton. Monday, 
March 12. No tuition fees will be 
charged. 

The contract for the erection of the 
new telephone Office building at Blair- 
more to replace the one destroyed by 
fire last December has been awarded 
to S. A. Turner, of Medicine Hat. 
Work will commence shortly on the 
new building, which is to be of brick 
veneer construction and of an attrac¬ 
tive bungalow style. 

The total output of Alberta coal for 
1927 was 6,936,780 tons, which is 27,- 
857 tons greater than thg previous 
record year, 1920, when 6,908,923 
tons were produced. The 1927 pro¬ 
duction exceeds that of 1926 by 427,- 
872 tons. There were 11,639 persons 
employed in Alberta coal mines dur¬ 
ing the month of December 1927, 
which was an increase of 274 over the 
number employed during the corres¬ 
ponding month of 1926. 

Alberta farm lands in occupation in 
1927 are valued at an average $28 per 
acre as compared with $26 per acre in 
1926. This valuation includes both 
improved and unimproved lands, as 
well as dwelling houses, and farm 
buildings. This report gives'an aver¬ 
age for all of Canada as $38 per acre 
as compared with $37 in 1926, and $38 
in 1925. The 1927 figures for the oth 
er provinces are given as follows: 
British Columbia, $89; Ontario, $65; 
Quebec, $57; ’Prince Edward Island 
$41; Nova Scotia $37; New Brunswick 
$30; Manitoba $27 and Saskatchewan, 
$26. 

Airplanes are now being used to 
herd vast numbers of-reindeer in the 
big Artie stock farms, according'’to 
Ralph Lomen, pioneer of the reindeer 
industry of Alaska “It a new idea 
and it's not being practiced regularly 
hut herding by airplanes seenls feas¬ 
ible,'’ said Mr. Lomen. “Our head 
herdsman went out recently and in 
two hours accomplished as much as 
would otherwise have required a week 
with six men. There is room for 12,- 
000,00(1 reindeer in the northern tun¬ 
dra of Canada and such a herd would 
he worth $50,000,000 It couhlbe done 
in 50 years if Canada started now in 
a modest way. 1 ' 

Mussolini's iron fist lias now cut in¬ 
to the Roman holidays. Rome, the 
city of feast days and celebrations, is 
being revolutionized, and now there 
are to be no more holidays there nor 
in all Italy, with an occasional excep¬ 
tion on Sundays. The edict _ says 
“Neither in Rome nor in all Italy are 
there to he ceremonies, manifVsth- 
tions, celebrations,“inaugurations, an¬ 
niversaries and centenaries, either 
large or small, nor speeches of what¬ 
ever calibre.” In the Augustan age, 
the pleasure-loving Romans estab¬ 
lished a record in holidays, which has 
continued to the present age. And 
this last blow of Mussolini’s is the 
crudest cut of all. 

lj Sonic eight hundred individuals in 
Alberta who intend to start fur farm 
ing on slough and .lake front lands 
owned by the Dominion Government, 
are now waiting for final action at 
Ottawa, it is announced 'by Honour¬ 
able George Hoadley. Negotiations 
which have been going on for some 
tome time between the Provincial and 
Federal Governments as to the basis 
upon which licenses of these lands 
will be given to the Province by the 
Department of the Interior, have now 
reached the point where applications 
for sub-leases to this step will be ta¬ 
ken shortly. Arrangements have been 
concluded by which fishing rates on 
lakes on which fur farming leases 
will be given, will be reserved and in 
cases where neighborhood fishing 
privileges of long standing are con¬ 
cerned, the provincial government 
will hold the lands under its own 
lease and will not sub-let. 

Southern Alberta will soon be re¬ 
guarded as a hunter’s paradise, if the 
reports made in the Legislature, from 
members from the South may be tak¬ 
en seriously. F'irst in the session 
came the depredations of the ante¬ 
lope, the rabbits and the eagle. Next 
a member from the south, rose to 
protest vigorously against the feroc¬ 
ious bees. that were encouraged to run 
loose on the range, endangering life 
and property. George Hoadley was 
urged to instal “bee-punchers” to 
ride herd on his highly prized bees. 
Now this week, the member from Pin- 
cher Creek backed by the member 
from Cardston, rises to protest 
against the careful preservation of 
bear, under the new game law. Ac¬ 
cording to these men, bear have work 
ed great havoc amongst the livestock 
of the foothill country in the south, 
and they think a bounty on them 
would be more in keeping than closed 
season. As a result of the discussion 
Hon. Hoadley assured them that the 
new amendments to the game act, 
gave the government the right by 
Order in Council, to fix open and clos¬ 
et! seasons in any area, according to 
necessities. So the bears must be¬ 
ware.

ing into production in the Turner Val¬ 
ley field the situation' at Black Dia¬ 
mond has brightened SfnHewhat and if 
more wells come in the most confirm¬ 
ed pessimist will then be convinced 
that Turner .Valley is a real oil field. 

Production at the rate of 7 barrels 
an hour or 131 barrels per day is 
what is shown at Macleod No. 1 well 
since it came in last week. The pro¬ 
duct is crude naptha and is selling at 
$3.95 per barrel and this production 
is being obtained from gas measuring 
a flow of 10,250,000 cubic feet per day 

It is also estimated that Macleod 
No. 2 well is producing 37 barrels 
per day which makes the output at 
the two wells about 168 barrels. 

Spooner No. 1 well which blew into 
production recently with terrific force 
is giving trouble with freezing and 
tools, were stuck fast. The well is 
down 4950 feet. 

Wells feeding oil through the Im¬ 
perial Oil Comany’s pipe line to Cal¬ 
gary from Turner Valley produced 
25,518.9 barrels of crude naptha and 
3,505.6 barrels of light crude oils dur¬ 
ing (the month of February, according 
to the production report announced 
from the Royalite office recetly. In 
addition to this oil 430 barrels of 
crude naptha were taken from the 
Vulcan No. 1 well and held in the Im¬ 
perial Company’s tanks in the field. 
At $3.95 per barrel the crudg naptha 
alone was worth more than $100,000.. 

Royalite No. 4 produced 18,287.6 
barrels of crude naptha in F’ebruary, 
or an average of 633.4 barrels per day 
as compared with 627 barrels per (lay 
in January. 

Royalite No. 7 produced 3,076.5 bar 
rels in January. Mcl-eoil No. 2 pro¬ 
duced 1,380.5 barrels as compared 
with 1,134 barrels in January, and II- 
linois-Alberta No. 1 produced 2.674.3 
barrels as compared with 3.177 bar¬ 
rels in January. 

The absorption plant has been clos¬ 
ed down for three months, but on the 
drip, Royalite wells No. 1 and 2 pro¬ 
duced 40 barrels of crude naptha in 
February. 

Under the heading of light crude 
producers, Dalhousie No .1 came first 
with 1,831 barrels. Home No. 1 pro¬ 
duced 850, ? McLeod No. 3 produced

NOXIOUS WEED ACT 


Amendments of the Noxious Weeds 
Act were carried through the Provin¬ 
cial House this week. 

1. Giving the minister, power to 

appoint weed inspectors in municipal 
districts where the councils fail to 
make such appointments and to dis¬ 
miss a municipal inspector, fox in¬ 
competence. ', 

2. Giving the minister power to 
appoint weed inspectors in all im- 

jprovement districts, salary and ex- 
j ponses to be paid by the minister of 
j public works out of the funds of the 
districts. 

3. Making it clear that in case of 
"class B” noxious weeds, the inspec¬ 
tor may only destroy the part of the 
crop infested with such weeds. 

4. Providing that settlers moving 
their effects must make a statutory 
declaration that they have been 
cleaned of all noxious weeds adhering 
to them. 

6. Prohibiting any person from 
shipping any hay or green sheaves in¬ 
to the province without the consent in 
writing of the field crops commission¬ 
er. 

4. Prohibiting threshers from tak¬ 
ing any machine, wagons and racks 
across any occupied and cultivated 
farm without permission of the occu¬ 
pier under penalty of a fine of from 
$25 to $100 and costs.

| Physhological Tests have been Proven 
| to be Useful at Outset of College 
life 

Psychologists agree that one’s ca¬ 
pacity to learn is an inherited charac¬ 
teristic. In dividuals differ in intellec¬ 
tual capacity. 

About 2 per cent of the children en¬ 
tering Grade 1 are feeble minded and 
about S- pr cent, are dull. 

Some pupils have mental capacity 
to take them to Grade IV, some to 
Grade VI and about 90 per cent, of all 
students can successfully complete 
Grade ViU. 

Through 'high school the less endow 
ed gradually are eliminated, and by 
the time a student reaches universi¬ 
ty, his mental capacity is above the 
average of that in the elementary 
schools. 

For the last six years psychological 
tests have been given to the freshmen 
and sophomores at Edmonton, with 
satisfactory results. These establish 
a more or less accurate forecast of 
their progress. 

When compared with the test re¬ 
sults of 26 American colleges, it was 
shown that 76 per cent, of University 
of Alberta students made test scores 
that were above the average obtained 
by the American students. There 
were 5 per cent, fewer weak students, 
and 5 per cent, more exceptionally 
high. 

279 students were tested in 1926. 
Later . 15 students withdrew front Un- 
1 iversity for one reason or another. 
The^pall graded low in the tests. Of 
the Group A, the 20 most proficient 
in the mental tests, 70 per cent., pas¬ 
sed in all subjects, and only one fail¬ 
ed in more than one. Of the Group L! 
students only 3 were successful, and 
only 4 obtained entrance to the sec¬ 
ond year. 

In November 1927, Group A aver¬ 
aged 73 per cent, and Group B 53 per 
cent. On a year’s work, no Group A 
student was below 50 per cent, the 
highest being 96 per cent. In Group 
B only 6 managed 50 per cent while 
the others fell far below. 

This would indicate that these psy¬ 
chological tests prove useful, at the 
outset of college life. 

FACTS ABOUT ALBERTA 

Here are a few interesting facts 
culled from the budget presented in 
the provincial House last week. In 
referring to the vast resources of Al¬ 
berta, Hon. Mr. Reid said the north¬ 
ern fisheries in 1926 had produced ov- 
j er 9,000,000 lbs. of fish valued at 
$667,000. Lumber industry had $1,- 
000,000 and was capable of great ex¬ 
pansion; Tourist traffic' last year 
brought $30,000,000 of new money; 
Coal mining industry mined 6,936,780

W. S. Morrison of the Olds School of 

Agriculture Submits the Following 
Seasonal Thoughts' 

When the word “Spring’’ is men¬ 
tioned, there flashes before us a men¬ 
tal' picture of bursting flower buds 
and green carpeted )fields. The word 
does not suggest to us what we piky 
expect at harvest time, and yet the 
year’s return may be a direct result¬ 
ant of our labors during this prepar¬ 
atory season. 

Wheat is now universally recogniz¬ 
ed as the principal farm crop in this 
province. There are many different 
.ypes in evidence, thus we should ex¬ 
ercise great care in variety selection. 
Among tlie many standard Spring 
varieties of wheat grown are: Ruby; 
Red Fife; Red Bobs No. 222; Kitchen¬ 
er; Early Triumph; Marquis; Garnet; 
Renfrew; and Reward. These differ to 
some extent in length of the growing 
siphon, moisture requirements and 
yield. The effect of the soli and cli¬ 
mate may influence a farmer to fav¬ 
our the production of one, more than 
another. Obviously then, each grow¬ 
er must study his own conditions ami 
select the variety most suitable. 

Experiments have demonstrated 
that under favourable conditions, 
Garnet wheat will mature five to 
eight days earlier than. Marquis and 
yield equally is well. Since the ad¬ 
vent of the T VoniTrfliinl "harvester and 
thresher,” it may be found profitable 
to grow two varieties such as Mar¬ 
quis and Garnet, on the same farm. 
This would allow the grower to com¬ 
mence harvesting sooner than he oth-' 
erwise would. Such an arrangement 
will also lessen the danger of wind 
shattering the ripe grain, because all 
of the wheat would not be ready for 
cutting at the same time. Another 
advantage to be gained is the exten¬ 
sion of labour over a longer period, 
thereby relieving the usual rush now 
experienced. 

A very important consideration in 
buying .or selecting seed grain, and 
one that cannot satisfactorily be 
-judged from outward appearances, is 
the ability to germinate and grow. 
Sometimes really fine appearing 
grain is found to be low in germina¬ 
tion. The only sure way of knowing 
the truth is to make a test. Such a 
test may be conducted in a simple 
way at home, either by growing the 
seeds in soil or between two pieces of 
damp blotting paper. In the average 
farm house, it is difficult to control 
the temperature and moisture so as 
to provide optimum conditions for 
growth- Inaccurate results are often 
obtained from such tests. I would 
therefore, urge every farmer to send 
representative samples of seed to the 
nearest Seed Laboratory to be exam¬ 
ined for purity and germination. 

The idea is prevalent in some dis¬ 
tricts that it is necessary to change 
seed every few years, in order to keep 
up the standard of our wheat crop. 
Changing seed with neighbors or pur¬ 
chasing it from a remote district is 
often the cause of bringing in noxious 
weeds and impurities of variety. This- 
does not mean that it is never desir¬ 
able to change. The wise farmer will 
raise a quantity of grain for seed the 
succeeding season on his best and 
cleanest gi'ound. The original seed 
may have been “elite ktock” from an 
authorized plant breeding station or 
some reputable grower. Thus it is 
possible for each farmer to raise pure 
seed to select from. 

A great deal can be done to im¬ 
prove seed grain by a thorough use 
of the fanning mill. It is true that 
the fanning mill is powerless to sep¬ 
arate a mixture of varieties, but the 
light, shrunken, broken kernels and 
chaff can be taken out as well as 
many small weed seeds. The “disc 
grader,” may also be successfully us¬ 
ed t° seperate out the wi.ld oats and 
produce a uniformity in the size of 
kernels. Such treatment will make a 
difference of several bushels per acre 
in yield. It will also assist in main¬ 
taining the quality of the product. 

Smut is a fungus disease affecting 
cereal crops. Stinking Smut is the 
common kind found in wheat. This 
parasite reproduces by spores. These 
spores have the same place in the life 
of the smut plant as the seeds of 
wheat have in the wheat plant. There 
are numbers of balls produced on the 
head of the affected stalk. Each ball 
contains myriads of microscopic 
spores making up a black, powdery 
material. The extremely small 
spores are frequently adhering to the 
“brush” opposite th e embryo end of 
the kernel. 

The disease, however, may be suc¬ 
cessfully destroyed by treating the 
seed grain with a solution of blue- 
stone (copper sulphate) or formalin 
(40 per cent solution of Formalde¬ 
hyde) or by dusting the seed with cop 
per carbonate powder. The first 
method requires the grain to be dip¬ 
ped, which entails a lot of time and 
labor. Hence it is little used except 
for small quantities. The last two 
methods, are in general vogue. There 
are efficient sprinkling machines on 
the market for applying the solution 
of formalin, which speeds up an oth¬ 
erwise slow, tedious task. By using 
Copper Carbonate powder, the work 
of treating for smut may be done at 
the same time the grain is cleaned. 
There are no injurious effects caused 
by leaving the treated grain in stor¬ 
age for a considerable time. The 
chief object in treating seed grain for 
smut is to have every kernel "thorough 
ly disinfected. 

There are many factors affecting 
the harvest returns. The nature of 
the season is an ever present one. 
The spring may be cold, making the 
crop slow and backward in starting; 


or the Fall frosts may come early ' 
and lower the quality of the grain. 
There may also be a summer drought 1 
reducing the yield. These are uncon¬ 
trollable, yet the farmer has many op i 
portunities to assist nature and off¬ 
set adverse conditions. 

Select pure, clean seed of an early 
variety. Use only good, suitable 
equipment, and do so intelligently. 
Seed early on well prepare A land, if 
you would expect the best. V.

It was 
from his mother that he inherited his 
gift of humor, and they were continu- 
ally teasing each other. Once when 
he was away, he. wrot,e her a letter 
marked “Personal.” She hurried off 
to read it alone, and found that it | 
was written in Chinese. She had a 
habit of writing to him on scraps of 
paper, which irritated him immensely. 
Once he got even witli her by writing | 
her a letter on small scraps of all j 
kinds and colors of paper, with out 
beginning nor end—'then -jumbling 
them into an envelope. 

Mark Twain’s mother had a great 
love of the spectacular-—parades, cir¬ 
cuses and shows.

mountains, harbor the animals which 
ire the fnain source of the raw fur 
supply and by conservation and de¬ 
velopment, the product of these areas 
will long play a vital part in the eco¬ 
nomic life of Canada. 

AN AGGRESSIVE MOVE 

The Saskatchewan farmers in ag -' 
gressive action are seeking an enact¬ 
ment of the provincial legislature by 
which wheat marketing through the 
pool will be made compulsory after a 
75 per cent, sign-up. This was by no 
means an unanimous decision, as out 
of a total 690 delegates, 307 voted for 
the compulsory pool, 263 against it, 
and 120 did not vote at all. The sug- , 
gestion has been made, that it would j 
be better to attain the 75 per cent. , 
sign-up before asking the government 
to do anything about it, and doubt is t 
expressed as to whether the govern-

Hon. Geo. Hoadley’s bill for the 
sterilization for mental deficients went 
over the top Tuesday night in the leg¬ 
islature pt midnight by a vote of 11 
against to 30 for.

Once the freight rate is fixed some¬ 
thing should be done to make sure 
that Alberta coal sent to Ontario is 
high quality coal. 

i Blue skies! white fields; sunlit 
highways beckoning to a winter- 
weary world—and spring is just 
around the corner. 

The large crop of 1927, has so en¬ 
couraged the settlers from the dry 
belt of Southern Alberta, that only 23 
applications for transportation are 
now pending. This was the state¬ 
ment of Hon. George Hoadley. Set¬ 
tlers in the south are now meeting 
their obligations under special ar¬ 
rangements made for them. 

From the Duhamel district comes a 
report of a cow that is a real cow. 
The spring calf which she has pro¬ 
duced weighed 150 pounds, measured 
64 inches from tip to tip, was 37 inch¬ 
es high and tier girth was 38 inches. 
All this at three days old. The ordin¬ 
ary new born calf is 50 pounds. Mo¬ 
ther and calf are doing well. 

| An average of 33.7 bushels of 
wheat per acre was produced on 
j lands in the Lethbridge Northern Ir¬ 
rigation district in 1927, the total be- 
j ing 1,997,785 bushels on 60,161 acres, 
according to the atjnual report of 
James .Pike, Lethbridge Northern Col 
onization Manager, recently made 
public by the Government. 

D. M. Duggan, Conservative at Ed¬ 
monton, in speaking at the Legisla¬ 
ture said: “Last night my wife, look 
ing at me said: David you are get¬ 
ting to look more like George. Hoad¬ 
ley every day.” Mr. Hoadley inter¬ 
rupted “Well isn’t that a Compli¬ 
ment?’’ Mr. Duggan said “I regard 
it as a compliment, but my wife is 
broken-hearted.” 

A Company has been organized in 
Calgary for making western pictures 
for the British market. The local di¬ 
rectors of the Company are A. E. 
Cross^ P. Burns and John McFarland. 
Under the British motion picture 
quota law, a certain percentage of the 
pictures exhibited in .the British Isles 
must be made within the Empire, 
backed by 75 per cent British capital, 
and employing British actors. 

The annual meeting of .the repre¬ 
sentatives of Municipal Hail Insur¬ 
ance Districts will be held at Sand¬ 
stone Hall, Calgary, March 21 at 10 
a.ni., when reports will be received as 
to the operations of last year and the 
election of three members to the 
Board will be held, besides other busi¬ 
ness. The retiring niembersaxe Mes¬ 
srs. Donald Sinclair, IX Ferguson and 
J. Watson. 

The Government at Edmonton is 
planning $3,000,000 more this year 
than last. It costs the province over 
$25,000,000 to propel a population of 
600,000 people. r fhe question is, are 
we "worth it. This expenditure of 
course includes the telephone service. 
It is doubtful if the government will 
make any change in the policing of 
the province. The amusement tax 
will still remain. 

One thousand pheasants, and pos¬ 
sibly twice this number, will be im¬ 
ported this year by the Calgary Fish 
and Game Protective Association and 
will he set out in\selected districts to 
the south and south-west of Calgary, 
it is announced by C. A. Hayden, 
president of the association. A num¬ 
ber of experiments with this splendid 
game bird in the southern part of the 
province have proved very successful 
and an effort will he made to stock a 
considerable area adjacent to Cal¬ 
gary. c 

W. J. Stephens, provincial field 
crops commissioner, reports that ex¬ 
periment:'! farms and'individual far¬ 
mers are going to carry on extensive 
experiments with supcr-phosphati 
as it fertilizer In Australia super 
phosphates have been used for several 
years. When sown with grain it in¬ 
creases the yield from three -to five 
bushels. U.also causes an extensive 
root system after germination which 
tended to fight off the evil effects of 
a very dry spring. It is believed al¬ 
so that it might hasten maturity. The 
experiments of Saskatchewan Uni¬ 
versity and of the C.P.K. heat out 
these experiences, in so far as they 
have tried it out. A any rate It is 
well worth testing. It would he used 
at about 60 lbs. to the acre, which 
would cost about 90 cents per 60 lbs. 


Last year airplanes in the Austral¬ 
ian service covered more than 500,000 
miles without injury to a pilot or pas¬ 
senger.
